MEXICO CITY. Sept. 18 UPl— 
The University of Mexico, oldest 
on the American continent, faced 
today a crisis which threatened its 
I end as an idependent institution. 

The university council, lacking 
1 funds to continue classes, resigned 
rather than accept a government 
subsidy which would mean a sacri- 
fice of the right of freedom of in- J 
struction. 

President Lazaro Cardenas had 
promised the 400-year-old univer- 
sity the sum of 3,000,000 pesos j 
(about $840,0001 provided it would j 
agree not to furnish instruction 
contrary to the government’s so¬ 
cialistic education program. 

In accordance with its educa¬ 
tional policies, the government in¬ 
sisted that the preparatory course: 
be limited to two years, and that j 
for the other three years of pre-1 
liminary study, students be re- j 
quired to attend official schools. 

Both because a large part of its 
income was derived fimn prepara¬ 
tory students and because it be- j 
lieved it should enjoy freedom of | 
education, the univesity demanded 
that the entire five-year prepara- j 
tory course be conducted under 
the guidance of the university. 

Studies have been suspended for 1 
more than a week.

Problem Tough 100 Years Ago

Right now most everybody in 
Orange county is thinking 
water. Way back into the early 
history of Orange county or 
rather the territory then known 
only to the padres and the Mexi¬ 
cans irrigation was practiced. 
Soon afterward the white man 
found he could use water from 
the Santa Ana. Then began the 
great drama which has extend¬ 
ed to the present. The Journal, 
m a series of articles, will pic¬ 
ture the early day struggles, the 
successes and failures, that 
marked man's effort to make 
the desert blossom.—Editor. 


from floods. They have done 
more damage than the mustard 
plant.” 

This was the important news 
recorded by the priests at San 
Juan Capistrano about 1827, 
nearly a century before the dis¬ 
astrous flood which swept the 
Santa Ana valley in 1916 In a 
report to the territorial assem¬ 
bly the padres bemoaned the 
trouble they had with the mus¬ 
tard plants in their fields. It 
seemed strange to them that 
anything could be worse: yet ex¬ 
perience showed that the floods 
were far more dangerous. 

The mission father created 
Orange county’s first irrigation 
system and also became the 
first propagandists for flood 


control. Father Engelhart, Cali¬ 
fornia mission historian, quotes 
their report to the assembly in 
his volume on San Juan Capis¬ 
trano: "The floods from these 
arroyos are very destructive . . . 
then the arroyos become rivers 
which leave their beds, form 
other currents, and on receding 
leave nothing but stones and 
sand on the land, as the Indians, 
the missionaries and all passers- 
by observe with tears in their 
eyes and pain in their hearts.” 

Today, after nearly 100 years, 
the flood control problem is still 
unsolved. The padres did not 
solve it, but they did start the 
first water conservation work

by creating an irrigation system 
at San Juan Capistrano. 

Cecil V. Robinson, 603 East 
Sixth street, has traced the mis¬ 
sion ditch from Trabuco creek 
from an intake at a sycamore 
tree on the Buchheim ranch, to 
the old Egan place at the mis¬ 
sion village. Mr. Robinson has 
been making a study of the his¬ 
tory of water in Orange county, 
working on the SERA historical 
project sponsored by the Santa 
Ana schools, of which Mrs. 
Gladyce Ashby is supervisor. 
Mr. Robinson also found evi¬ 
dence of a ditch on the north 
side of Trabuco creek. There 
probably were ditches tapping 
both sides of San Juan creek, 
Mr. Robinson has found. 

The link between the mission 
period and modern irrigation 
systems was forged in about the 
year 1825, when Antonio Yorba 
and Juan Pablo Peralta were 
probably taking irrigating water 
from the Santa Ana river to use 
on a small cultivated portion of 
Rancho Santiago de Santa Ana. 
Miss Margaret Gardner records 
their project in her history "The 
Community of Orange,” and 
tells of other ditches which 
probably numbered as high as 
20 in later years. 

Though they were not the 
first to irrigate in Orange 
county, the Yorbas and Peraltas 
contributed a vital foundation 
in water rights for this side of 
the stream. Their contribution 
was not to become evident until 
many years later, in a famous 
lawsuit between the Anaheim 
Union Water company and the 
Semi-Tropic Water company, 
which the Santa Ana Valley 
Irrigation company later took 
over. This lawsuit established 
the foundation of water rights 
between the two companies.

The executive, In a letter to 
Senator Fletcher (D. Fla) some 
time ago but just rmide public to¬ 
day by the senator, said the sub¬ 
ject was "near to my heart” and 
added: 

"What I have in mind is a 
rounding out of existing legisla¬ 
tion supplemented by new provi¬ 
sions, and altogeth°i something 
which will supply an organic 
basis, so far as we can now fore¬ 
see it, for the next 10 or 15 years.” 

"It will be necessary,” the 
President wrote, “to provide for 
such things as public acquisition 
of forest lands, a strengthening 
of the provisions for making 
existing national forests and 
those to be acquired fully pro¬ 
ductive, and in doing so to af¬ 
ford the opportunity for the 
relief of unemployment and sta¬ 
bilization of local communities, 
an authorization of the shelter 
belt (from the Canadian to Mex¬ 
ican borders to help guard 
against droughts), a well co¬ 
ordinated program of forest re¬ 
search, and finally, comprehen¬ 
sive provision in a variety of 
fields for stimulating and in¬ 
suring both state and private 
activities."

diminished in quantity by reason 
of said dam being under construc¬ 
tion; in case the question arises as 
to whether or not the supply of 
water is being diminished by use 
of water in construction of the 
dam, that question shall be de¬ 
termined by the engineers of the 
parties thereto, or if they cannot 
agree, then by a board of arbi¬ 
trators composed of three disinter¬ 
ested engineers, one selected by 
the party of the first part, one 
by the parties of the second part, 
and a third by the two so 
selected. 

"That said,dam shall be so con¬ 
structed that the surface flow of 
the Santa Ana river during the 
irrigating season in Orange county 
shall be unobstructed and so that 
the subsurface percolating waters 
from the river basin above the 
dam shall be permitted to pass, 
unobstructed through, under or 
around the said dam.

Supervisors in East 

While the ground work is being

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OIL COMMITTEE WAITS FOR FACTS, CRAIG TELLS COAST GROUP 


CHARGES BY 
OLSON ARE 
AIRED 

Supervisor Jerome Tells 
Plans for Flood and 
Water Program 

SAN CLEMENTE.—The assem¬ 
bly investigating committee on 
tideland drilling at Huntington 
Beach is waiting for Senator Cul- 
bert Olson to establish something | 
concrete with his senate commit-' 
tee before going ahead with their 
Investigation, Speaker Ted Craig 
told members of the Orange Coun¬ 
ty Coast association at a meeting 
here last night. 

Investigating committees can't 
go around the state holding hear¬ 
ings demanded by people making 
accusations, Speaker Craig said. 
Action of the committee will be 
based entirely on Senator Olson's 
findings, he added. 

Senator N. T. Edwards told of 
accusations by Senator Olson that 
Speaker Craig, Assemblyman 
James B. Utt and himself had sup¬ 
ported Assembly bill 1684. “When 
the senator says anything about 
my 'alleged support,’ I can only 
say that I'm proud of it,” he said. | 

He explained that many think ! 
that the bill proposed to give a 
lease to the Standard Oil company, j 
which he said was not true. It : 
only provided that Governor Mer- 
riam could lease to some oil com¬ 
pany, at a minimum of 16 2-3 per 
cent royalty, with the power of I 
setting any maximum royalty de- j 
sired. Independent oil companies 
are now paying from 11 to 12 per 
cent royalties instead of the state 
ebtaining the larger amount, he 
pointed out. 

Tells Accusations 

Senator Edwards told of accusa- i 
tions of Senator Olson at Hunting- 
ton Beach recently that the local 
representative was after Olson to 
report the bill to the senate every 
day. He then explained that the 
epic senator asked for postpone¬ 
ment on hearing of the bill for two 
days and on the third “ostensibly 
received a telegram that his son 
was sick in Los Angeles." Hear¬ 
ing was put off until the following 
Monday, but that same day Sena¬ 
tor Olson talked before a club in 
San Francisco and didn’t leave for 
Los Angeles until in the evening, 
Senator Edwards declared. 

Senator Edwards also referred 
to remarks of Senator N. E. West 
that "people in *he state are being 
euchered out of oil money.” They 
are being euchered out of it now, 
he added. 

“I understand Senator Olson is 
going to propose that the senate 
be abolished entirely,” he said. “If 
it is composed of such chickens as 
he. I’m in favor of it,” he con¬ 
cluded. 

Speaker Lauds Edwards 

Speaker Craig lauded public 
service done by Senator Edwards. 
“When he quits the public will 
lose one of the best men who has 
ever been in office in the state,” 
he said. He added that he hoped 
that the senator would reconsider 
his decision. 

Assemblyman Utt told of action 
of committees and of inadvisabil¬ 
ity of suing the Standard Oil 
company or other companies. 
Surveys of wells might not stand 
before higher courts and the 
580,000 per month collected from 
wells would probably be lost, he 
said. 

The three legislators were pre¬ 
sented golden yachts for paper¬ 
weights by the group, with Leslie 
Kimmel telling of appreciation for 
work done in passage of the fish 
reserve bill. 

Supervisor Tells Program 

Supervisor W. C. Jerome spoke 
on the proposed $6,620,000 county 
flood control and water conserva¬ 
tion bond issue, urging, as a pri¬ 
vate citizen, that approval be 
given the plan. Development of 
Newport Harbor should be a les¬ 
son to residents showing how 
army engineers can handle such 
projects. 

“If the bonds are approved, we 
will try to get the same satisfac¬ 
tory work as has been done at j 
Newport,” he said, "but if the 1 
bonds are defeated, the problem is 
yours and not ours.”

— Ceremonies 
dedicating a new forest service 
lookout tower on Gilman peak will 
be conducted at 2 p. m.

The prin¬ 
cipal speaker will be M. B. Pratt, 
head of the state division of for¬ 
estry. Others scheduled to take 
part in the ceremonies are Spence 
Turner, Los Angeles county for¬ 
ester, R. Z. Smith, state forester 
from San Bernardino county, and 
members of the boards of super¬ 
visors from Orange, San Bernar¬ 
dino and Los Angeles counties. 

Gilman peak is located between 
Carbon and Telegraph canyons, 
approximately five miles east of 
Olinda. The tower, which rises 30 
feet above the top of the peak, 
was built with emergency con¬ 
servation work funds.

FLOOD CONTROL AND WATER FACTS 
WHICH EVERY VOTER SHOULD KNOW 


TO THE PEOPLE OF ORANGE COUNTY: 

Two major problems face all residents and property owners interested in the future of Orange county: problems which 
demand immediate solution. 

One is to prevent the danger of disastrous floods which at intervals of several years—as in 1916—have swept over our 
fertile valleys, bringing huge property losses and danger to lives of men, women, and children. 

Second, is the conservation of all possible wa + er supplies in this naturally semi-arid land where an increased and continu¬ 
ous water supply is needed to maintain present values and provide for future growth and prosperity of farms and cities, and to 
guard against the danger of drought. 

Onrushing storm waters, instead of flooding built-up areas and wasting themselves into the sea should be checked by 
a series of dams, and released in quantities capable of being absorbed into the underground basin from which most of the 
ranches and cities of Orange county derive their water supplies. 

Only in this way can the menace of floods be removed and the waste of precious water into the ocean be forever elimi¬ 
nated. In this way, too much water in the unusually rainy years can be prevented from doing damage to Orange county, and 
at the same time this water can be saved, in the natural underground reservoir for use during the dry season when it is most 
urgently needed. 

The two problems are in reality ONE PROBLEM, which is to be solved on October 4 when the matter of a Flood Con¬ 
trol and Water Conservation bond issue is submitted for the approval of Orange County voters, contingent upon a Federal 
grant of approximately one-half of the total cost of the project, and carrying out of the program by the U. S. Army Engineers 


free of all local political control. 


The combined Flood Control and Water Conservation plan submitted 
for vour approval on Oct. 4 provides for the total expenditure of 
$12,994,000. 

Of this amount, $6,620,000 is to be provided by a local bond issue of 
the Orange County Flood Control District, while the remaining 
$6,374,000 is to come as a grant from the Federal government as part 
of the national public works and job-building program. Unless the 
Federal grant is made, with Army Engineers conducting the project, 
the Orange county bonds cannot be issued. 

This removes all danger of a half-way program. Either the ENTIRE 
PROGRAM will be carried out, with a maximum of flood protection 
and water conservation for every portion of the county, or none of 
it, in which case the bonds would not be issued and there would be no 
cost to taxpayers. 

The Flood Control and Water Conservation plan submitted for the 
approval of voters on Oct. 4 has been completed after many years of 
study, and the expenditure of approximately $300,000 of county tax 
monies making engineering studies, collecting water and flood control 
facts and figures, and drawing up of plans for the work to be done. 
The flood control and water investigations have been carried forward 
at the insistent demand, and with the approval of thousands of 
Orange county taxnayers. 

The plan has been checked and approved by a board of the most com¬ 
petent engineers available, and is recommended as a program based 
upon common sense, sound engineering principles, and the necessities 
of Orange county’s urgent need for protection from flood damage and 
drought. 

The plan is designed to provide the maximum of protection for the 
minimum of exnenditure; to check anv flood 2 1 ■■ times as great as 
the flood of 1916, which did in excess of $1,800,000 damage to Orange 
county, and to conserve an average of approximatelv 40.000 acre feet 
of water per year in the underground basin which has been depleted 
so greatly that much pumping is being done from sea level. 

Many organizations and individuals have contributed their time and 
thought to working out of this program; hundreds of conferences 
have been held; and the completed nlan is submitted as reDresenting 
the best combined judgment of all interested parties with the future 
welfare, growth, and development of Orange county at heart. Like 
all human undertakings, the plan may not be entirely perfect, but it 
seems as near perfect as can be worked out for the protection of 
Orange county without excessive cost. 


Fair settlement of conflicting claims have been sought and agreed 
upon; dam sites have been thoroughly explored and found safe; and 
every effort has been made to provide against damage and loss of life 
from floods for all time to come while at the same time adding 40,000 
acre feet of water per year—now wasted—to our diminishing under¬ 
ground supply. 

All portions of the county menaced by floods and lowering water 
levels have been included in the benefits to be derived from the carry¬ 
ing out of this program. All streams carrying flood water are included 
in the plan, and it provides a county-wide development and safety 
project of paramount importance. 

As the need for flood protection and water saving is being carried 
out, it will mean the employment of 3000 to 6000 workers for one 
year or more, 90 per cent of whom must be selected through the Na¬ 
tional Employment Service, with preference in all cases being given 
residents of Orange county. This will provide jobs for every employ¬ 
able person in Orange county during the period of construction, and 
save probably $300,000 to $400,000 in relief costs which would be 
borne by taxpayers. 

It is planned that all projects shall be carried out simultaneously, 
with preference to none, and this will insure fairness to all residents 
and all districts affected. 

Nearly thirteen million dollars will be expended, for wages, supplies, 
lands, and rights-of-way, and all manner of services, which should 
prove a great stimulus to business and commercial interests through¬ 
out the county. Possible savings under this estimate will lessen the 
amount of bonds to be issued. 

All work will be carried out by United States Army Engineers, Insur¬ 
ing the maximum of efficiency, and removing these expenditures en¬ 
tirely from any local control. 

All agreements between divergent water interests have been reached 
openly and fairly, and every effort has been made to inform voters of 
the facts. 

The fullest investigation of the plan is solicited by voters, and an in¬ 
formation office has been opened at 512 North Main street, Santa 
Ana, where all facts, figures, and details are available. Come to this 
office and get the FACTS of this program which is of vital impor¬ 
tance to every man, woman, and child planning to live in Orange 
County in the future.

The Work to Re Done Under the Plan Is as Follows: 

Project No. 1. Prado Dam and Reservoir. Total Cost $7,215,397 

Will control floods of the Santa Ana River. Located at Chester site near upper 
end of Santa Ana Canyon. Lam 93 feet high. 2,100 feet long, and containing 
2,000,000 cubic yards of earth fill. Reservoir capacity. 180.000 acre feet of water 
Will conserve an average of 21,000 acre feet of w'ater annually by regulating 
flow to absorptive capacity of channel below 

Project No. 2. Brea Dam and Channel. Total Cost $697,913 

Earth fill dam 73 feet high, impounding 3,300 acre feet of water when full. En¬ 
largement of Brea Channel below the dam to a capacity of 3.400 second feet will 
provide waterway adequate to carry spillway discharge of the largest floods 
Will conserve an average of 1,750 acre feet of flood waters per year 

Project No. 3, San Juan iiaci. To.al C o-4 SI,077,980 
Earth dam 93 feet high, 4 miles above San Juan Capistrano. Storage capacity 
15,750 acre feet. Estimated 10,000 acre feet of water to be conserved per year. 

Project No. 4. Carbon Canyon Dam. Total Cost $481,900 

Earth fill dam 115 feet high, located above Olinda, and storing 2,500 acre feet 
of water. Channel delivers regulated flows to absorptive area of Santa Ana 
River. An estimated annual average of 1.800 acre feet of water will be conserved. 

Project No. 5. Fullerton Dam and Loftus Divervoii. Cost Si 19,737 

Earth dam 39 feet high, will flood 100 acres ami provide 800 acre feet of storage 
for floods. Will regulate damaging flood flows from the foothill drainage origi¬ 
nating between Brea and Olinda. 

Loftus diversion, with capacity of 190 second feet, will collect water Lorn 2 2 
square miles of hill watershed and divert this flow into Fullerton reservoir. 
Regulated flow from reservoir enters Brea creek and thence to .absorptive area 
on old river channel southwest of Fullerton and northwest of Anaheim. 

Project No. 6. Trabuco Dam. Total Cost $617,509 

Earth fill dam 100 feet, high with storage capacity of 3.900 acre feet Estimated 
to conserve 5.000 acre feet of water. 

Project No. 7. Aliso Dam. Total Cost $119,8.>0 

Earth fill dam 71 feet high, creating reservoir of 350 acre feet. Estimated to 
conserve 350 acre feet annually by absorption into stream bed below the dem. 

Project No. 8. Santiago Dam and Channel. Total Cost $498,569 

Increase capacity of present reservoir by 22,000 acre feet, by adding 25 feet to . 
present height of dam constructed by Carpenter and Serrano irrigation districts 
and the Irvine company. Will restrict storm flows to rate within capacity of 
channel and prevent further damage through Orange and Santa Ana. 

Project No. 9. Santa Ana Channel and Spreading Works. Cost $37.5,009 

Covers acquisition of Santa Ana river channel from Prado works, and improve¬ 
ment of this channel from Yorba bridge to the mouth of Santiago creek, west of 
Santa Ana by construction of levees, revetments, and spreading weirs, so as 
to increase to a maximum degree, absorption by the porous sections of the river 
bed and to carry maximum flows released from Prado dam without damage to 
adjoining lands and cities.

it in a straight-jacket. The men 
who framed the constitution did 
not endow it with the sanctity of 
holy writ. They said they had 
done the best they could at that 
time.” 

The constitution was really cre¬ 
ated by John Marshall, according 
to the speaker, when he read into 
it the doctrine of implied powers. 
Referring to the bill of rights con¬ 
tained in the first 10 articles of 
the constitution, he declared "hu¬ 
man liberty is not possible unless 
we have certain liberties of which 
the state cannot deprive us.” 

“When we see European forms 
of government, such as Commun¬ 
ism, Fascism and Nazism, that 
deny us individual liberty and rest 
on state totality, we are seeing 
the same forms of government 
that died on the bloody fields of 
Runnymede when the Magna 
Charta was acclaimed the first 
bill of rights," he said.

“The United States Constitution 
is not an instrument enrased in 
a straight jacket but a document 
designed to satisfy the needs of 
an undefined and expanding fu¬ 
ture.
